THE NEW YORK HORROR. 


. ,The destruction of one hundred and fifty lives in a 
New York factory fire that was extinguished within 
an-hour after it started and in which its worst horrors 
had been wrought in half that time seems to justify 
the accusation that the victims were employed in a 
trap. They certainly had no guarantee of safety and 


lif<i in the big building and the fact that within a few 
minutes one hundred and fifty of them had perished 
in .the flames or had been crushed to death in the ap- 
palling alternative of jumping seven or eight stories 
shows how little precaution had been taken against 
such a contingency as a blaze. New York is sore 
stricken by the awful calamity but seems to be finding 
some surcease from the burden of her woe by resolv- 
ing that there shall be immediate and drastic reform 
in the factory lofts in which tens of thousands of em- 
ployes are daily exposed to dangers potentially as im- 
minent and great as that in the factory burned last 
Saturday.

Thomas Jefferson devoted himself to the cause of 
public education, became a. species of political sage, and 
died poor. Madison, who had a generous private fortune, 
ived quiatly among his books. 


John Q. Adams cnme to con&rens from Massachusetts, 


and after a service of seventeen years, during which he 
fought on one hand for the right of petition and on the 
other for human liberty, died in the capitol. Jackson lived 
a long and busy life on his plantation near Nashville, dili- 
fently purnuicg the occupation of a farmer and never ofter- 
ng to mingle in politics.

A prolonged hot bath aggravates the 


symptoms of fatigue, and may even produce a sense of 
exhaustion which differs little if at nil from fa-tS»ue 


A short cold hath relieves fatigue by its general excitant 


effect by stimulation of the hrnin nnd nerve centers and bv 
increasing muscular excitability and so rendering effort 
easier.

Only Seven Exits. 


The burned building occupies a cor- 


ner with exposure on two sides, but 
the only fire escape was in the inte- 
rior, opening on a light and air shaft. 


In all there were seven exits—the 


single fire escape, two freight elevators 
at the rear, two passenger elevators 
in front and two stairways. 


All of them proved almost useless 


and practically all who escaped either 
climbed to the 
root and scrambled 


thence to the roof of the building oc- 
cupied by the American Book company 
adjoining, or fled in the first rush for. 
safety before the crush and the smoke 
grew too thick. 


The building stands now with shell 


intact and barely scarred—rather only 
smudged. 
The partitions of architec-1 


tural tiling between floor and 'floor are 
sound, and it Is impossible for any 
one who did not see it to imagine haw 
the flames in so short space could have 
wrought such havoc. 


Air Seemed Inflammable. 


Seven hundred hands, 500 of them 


women, were employee! by the shirt 
waist company. They" sat in rows at 
their whirring machines, the tables 
before them piled with flimsy cloth, 
the floor Uttered with lint, the air it- 
self full of flying inflammable dust. 


The first rush of flame was almost 


an explosion. Operators died in their 
chairs, -their lungs seared by Inhaling 
flames. 


Others were crowded Into the ele- 


vator shafts after the cars had made 
their 
last trip. Still others 
were 


pushed off the inadequate Interior fire 
escape. 


In such a horrible stream 
did the 


bodies overflow from the windows- that 
the fire nets, stretched by the first 
company to arrive, were soon gorged 
beyond 
capacity. 
Twelve 
bodies 


weighted one net to the bursting point, 
but the bodies kept, on tumbling to the 
pavement, through meshes that could 
no longer support them. 


Hundreds Baing Paid Off. 


When the first breath of flame curled 


over the edge of a pile of shirting on 
the eighth floor, five, minutes before 
quitting time, hundreds were in line 
before the cashier's window. 


In the office buildings across Wash- 


ington place scores of men detained 
beyond, office hours, work nt 
their 


desks. One of them saw a girl rush to 
a window and throw up the sash. Be- 
hind her danced a seething curtain of 
yellow flames. 


She climbed 
to the 
sill, stood in 


black outline against the light, hesi- 
tating, then with a last touch of futile 
thrift, slipped her chatelaine bag over 
her wrist and jumped. 


Bodies Shoot Like Rockets. 


Her body went whirling downward 


through the woven wire glass of a 
canopy to the flagging below. 
Her 


sisters who followed flamed through 
the air like rockets. Their path could 
be followed, but linrdly heard. 


It wag eighty-five feet 
from 
the 


eighth floor to the ground, about nine- 
ty-five feet from the ninth floor and 
115 feet from the cornice of the roof, 
ami ihe upward rush of the draft .ind 
the orsrhis of the flames drowned 
their cries.

Orange Omelet. 


Grate the rind from one large orange 


- and squeeze out three tablespoonfuls 


Of the juice. Separate the whites and 
yolks of four eggs: beat the yolks with 
.four teaspoonfuls of powdered sugar; 
.add a. pinch of salt to the whites and 
neat them uniil very dry and firm. 


• .:?our the yolks over the whites ,and 


;ljghtly mix them, sprinkling in at the 
feme time the orange juico and rind. 
•Melt one teaspoonful of butter in a 
good sized pan and tilt it until the 
bottom and sides are well greased. 


Turn In the egg mixture and set on the 
side of the fire, turning round that the 
bottom may cook and color evenly. 
When flrm and gulden brown set in a 
hot oven for a moment then fold and 
turn out on a heated platter. 


Little Caramel Puddings. 


Into a clean dry frying pan put one- 


ha.lf of a cupful of granulated sugar 
and set on the side of the fire where it 
will melt slowly. No water is to be 
added, and by the time the sugar Is en- 
tirely melted the syrup should be of a 
clear, golden brown color. 
If the fire 


is too hot the syrup will be too dark 
and the burnt flavor too pronounced. 
Have ready some small cups or timbale 
molds. Pour a little of the caramel In 
each, turning- them round and round 
in order to coat the aides and bottom 
as evenly as possible. 
The amount 


given should be sufficient for five or six 
cups. In a bowl break four eggs, add 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar and beat 
enough to mix well. Add one pint of 
milk and one teaspoonful of vanilla and 
stir occasionally until the suga.r is dis- 
solved. Then fill the molds, set them 
in a pan of warm water and bake in 
a mo'derate oven until they are firm in 
the center. If baked too fast they will 
be full of bubbles. When done p'ass a 
knife around the sides and turn out on 
individual plates. The caramel, unit- 
ing with a portion of the water in the 
milk, serves to form the sauce
